A ceerteine pong man who dwelt hee re 
with vs being taken in the citie of Tournay 
was condemned to bee but beheaded if hee 
recanfed-: and to be burned altue,if he con⸗ 
linued in his opinion. UAhen he was aſked 
What he woulde doe, he aunſwered ſimply: 
Me that ſhal giue me grace to dye patients 
iy foꝛ his name; he: will giue mce grace to 
pendure the fire. Me aught to eſteeme this 
ſentence notas the lentence of a moꝛtall 
man: but as à ſentence of the help nhoſte, 
to the end to allure our ſehies that God is 
as able to ſtrengthen va, and ta make vs to 
ouercome all coxments, as to modoue us to 
take any other kinde of mecket death in 
good part. CAlhich is moꝛe, wee ſee often 
times, what conſtancy hee giueth to pooze 
malefactozs who ſuffer fo2 theire offen- 
ces. I ſpeake not of the obſtinace : but of 
thoſe which comfozt themſelucs in p *
